there ſinneit moſt greeuouſly . And the 
thinges which thou thinkeſt well and 
iuſtly done,in the ſight of God, and be- 
fore the tribunal ſeateof the nigh judge, 
are vncleane,vnrighteous,& defeRine, 
And therefore the propher Iſaiah crieth 
out thus : We haue beene all as an uncleane 
thing,and all our righteouſneſſe is as afilthye 
clout, 

Seeing therefore the caſe ſtandeth fo, 
itis thy part and dutie , plainely to con- 
feſle,thar much ignoraunce remaineth 
inthee , and that the ſame is in thee a 
great ſinne:for the which,vnleſſe Godin 
mercy d9 pardon thee,he wil hurle thee 
headlong into eternall damnation.

Of theſe paines, puniſhmentes , and 
plagues, ſome be corporall and external 
ſome ſpirituall and internall.Of the firſt 
ſort are,barrainneſfle and ſterilitic of the 
earth, hunger and dearth , diflentions 
and warres,diſeaſes,peſtilence , baniſh- 
ment,ſhipwracke,inundations , and o- 
ucrflowinges,ſtormes, calamities , bur- 
ninges &c.Of the latrer ſort are, igno- 
raunce of the ſcriptures, famine of the 
wood of God. , blindneſſe of the minde, 
incredulitic and vnbelicfe, induration, 
or hardening of the heart, deliuery and 
giuing vppe into areprobarte ſenſe &c, 
A greatbeadrolle of plagues are recko-

others ſinnes.For thus doe we miſerable 
and wrecthed men fgraw one an other 
into daunger , and one of vs is guyde 
and companion to another, in running 
headlong to the place of rorment and 
damnation. This doth God himſcife af- 
firme, whenasin the beginning of his 
decalogue he ſaith:I am the Lord thy God, 
a telous God,viſiting the iniquitie of the fa- 
thers,upon the children , pon the thirdand 
upon he fourth generation of themt hat hate 
mee.So for one fin ofking Dauid , there 
were ſlaine many thouſands of his peo- 
ple: and for his adulteric committed 
with Yriaswiſe, the child which ſhe bore 
him dyed. And againe; For the finnes of 
rhe people , the Lord ſetteth ouer them 
cruell tirauntes, and rauening hipo- 
crites,Hely the prieſt , and all his poſte- 
ritie,was puniſhed for the fſinnes of his 
children.Ah, what aſea of miſchicfes 
doth cuen one finne bring with it? 

8 Eightly,there is yet one thing be- 
hinde,to be conſidered, which is moſte 
dreadfull and formidable. By reaſon of 
thy finnes,chou art made guiltic of eter- 
nall damnation: and after greeuous pu- 
niſhmentes ſuſteyned heere in Nis 
worlde, there remayne yetbehinde c- 
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ther tormentes to be ſuffered in an o- 
ther,and the ſame much more terrible, 
bitter,and laſting. For there both bodye 
and ſoule together are ſubie&ed and ad- 
iudged to eternall rormentes , and fire 
that neuer ſhalbe quenched,which God 
from afore the beginning of the worlde, 
hath prepared for the Deuill and all the 
contemners of his preccptes and com- 
maundementes.Nowe, howe horrible a 
thingitis , and what an vnſpeakeable 
puniſhment,r is — tobe de- 
priued of the preſence and face of A& 
mightic God, andto burne in hell with 
vnquencheablc fire,thatſhall neuer bee 
conſumed, there 1s no man that canſo 
muchas concciue in minde or cogitati- 
on.. | 
Goe to now therfore whoſoeuerthou 
art , and by this that wee haue alreadye 
ſpoken of the lawe of the Lorde, learne 
to examine thy conſcience and to make 
perfect triall and. ſuruey of thy ſelfe, 
Doubtlefle,when rhou haſt a lirelewhile 
continued and. gone forwarde in this 
waye and courſe which wee haue heere 
Mewed,and attentuely confidered,fuch 
_thinges. as haue bceene declared , 1 
doubr not,but thou wiltby and by , and 
withour delay , - cuen with' fighes and 
reares, 
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reares,burſt out into this confeſſion, 0 
. heauenty father, haue ſinned agaynſte hea- 
ren,and againſt thee:1 am not wo crthje ro bee 
called thy Sonne , I am not woorthie to lyfte 

mane eyes to warde heauen, Looke howe 
much T being once in Baprilme purged 
from my ſinnes in the bloud of thy ſone, 
and ſanftifiedby receyiling the holye 
Ghoſt,did in the ſame pleaſe thee : ſo- 
much, againe., muſtI needes by reaſon 
of my manifulde finnes , fince commit- 
ted,diſpleaſe thee . Nowe , the finnes 
which I haue committedgifI ſhould goe 
abour to number them, are infinite.For 
there is not one of thy holy preceptes 
and commaundementes , againſt which 
I haue not committed manye offences, 
and ſundry tranſgreſſions, Many be they 
which I haue committed in ae and 
deede:and ſuch as Ihaue not afuallye 
brought to pafle and done, yerthrough 
my corrupt cogitations , and. yncleane 
will,I am as deepely guiltie of, .asif I in 
ace had commut ed them. Tobe briefe, 
my ſinnes ſurmounr. the ſandes of the 
Sea,andifI make diligent ſearche and 
Inquirie of the _greuouſneſſe of my 
finnes, I truely finde them heynouſer 
and greater,thcnlI am able to vrrer, 


Whas 
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what ſay I,vtter?Nay,then I can in mind 
coceiug,or in inwarde cogitatid copre-= 
hende. Certes,ſo often as Ilooke into, 
and behold with the etes of my minde, 
my froward hatt, cankered ſtomacke, 
peruerſe diſpoſition,cuer enclined to e- 
uill, which thou Lorde mofte clcercly 8 
chroughly ſeeſt,togither with my deſire 
and delight to perfourme the ſame", the 
verie remembraunce of my great and 
greeuous maliciouſnefle driueth mee 
into ſuch perplexitie , thatI no wiyes 
knowe whether to turne me . J/hether 
Lorde ſhall I goe from thy ſpire, . and whe- 
ther ſhall I flee from thy preſence, Yeathis 
further doth merucilouſly diſquier, tor- 
ment & greeue me,by my finnes I haue 
giuen offence,thatis , occaſion of fall, 
and ruine to a great ſort ofothers,harm< 
lefſe and honeſtperſons.Wilt thou Lord 
as aiuſt and vpright iudge , require 
the bloude of them alſo ar my hande? 
Whar ſhall T further doe? ſeeing I haue 
burdened and ſpotred my conſcience, 
by affenting alfo to other mens ſfinnes? 
innotdiffyading andreclayming thew, 
before they did cuill;and in nor reproo- 
uing and rebuking them after they had 
done ceuill:Ah,how, howe much berter- 
had irbeene, that being a man Ihad ne-+ 
Lo $5. +0 : uver 
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uer beene ſo familiar among men?Whar 
miſerie is this ? Iam the cauſe. of an 0- 
cher mans offending, and an other man 
likewiſe to me:and thus doe wee all, en< 
cumber and loade one an other with 
ſinnes,and dragge,pull, halle and drawe 
one an other into . breake-necke fall 
and lamentable gulfe of eternal dam- 
nation.If thou Lorde wilt ſtrictly looke 
whartis amiſle, and narrowly enquire of 
our iniquities,O Lorde who ſhal be able 
ro abide it? Moreouer, when I do ſome- 
what further conſider my ſinnes, I ſee a 
great heape yet behind,and many moe, 
then nowe come to memorie ; manyec 
I:wde prankes heretofore by mee moſte 
wickedly hauc been done, which I then 
thought had not beene wicked, neither 
can Iatthis preſent houre ſufficientlye 
ſo iudge and decme of them : which ig- 
noraunce, blindnefſe and infirmitie of 
mine in this behalfe,l muſt needes con- 
fefle(will Inill]) to be impurable vnto 
me, for a moſt greeuous and heynous 
finne.And heereinT perceiue , thar al- 
though Ll had committed none cuill ar 
all afore,yer to haue heerein againe de- 
ſcrued cuerlaſting rormentes . Ihadde 
almoſt ſayed why Lorde wouldeſt thou 
that this naughtic and corrupt igno- 
raunce, 
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raunce ſhoulde thus originally be bred 
invs, and thus ſtill ro cleaue vntovs, 
Alas] haue no- ſacrifice to offer vnto. 
thee,to ſatisfie for mine ignoraunce, 

Nowe what ſhallI ſay of my negli- 
gence in not dooing thoſe good workes, 
, Which thou in thy lawe haſt commaun- 
ded and appointed? OrifIhaue done a- 
ny at all, yet was it not fincerely done, 
but many waies infefted with: hipocri- 
fic,and other vices > Forto omitrte a 
good worke,and to doe anill worke, are 
with thee accompted alike , All theſe 
thinges therefore(l confefle) doe moſte 
vehemently, (and good cauſe why) diſ- 
= and gricue me, For my ſfinnes arc 

hey,for which-, O-God,thou iuſtly in- 
pat. wv puniſhmentes and pla- 
gues, aſwell gm andinternall, as 
corporall and externall . And whereas 1 
daylie finde the ſame þy experience, 
rrue,partly in my ſelfe, partly in others, 
yet ſuch is my blindneſlc and hardneſle 
ofhearr,thatl am nothing ar all as yer 
mooued thereby vnto any repentance 
or amendment, 

To al theſe aforeſaid emles,there is to 
be added yer an other heape of miſchie- 
ves;viz, that fortheſe finnes of minc,a 
great manic other innocents & guiltles 
perſons 
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perſons be ioyntly with mec, and forme 
wrapped in woes,and ſubiefted to miſe- 
rie , daunger and inconuenience , O 
Lorde, wilt thou thus in thy ;iuſtice de- 
ftroy and make hauocke of the iuſt , for 
vs being wretched, vniuſt, and miſerable 
caitifs? Laſt of al,for theſe my great,hei- 
nous and manifold offences, knowen & 
hidden,priuie,. andapert, thereis due 
yer vnto me atter this life,and after this 
temporall death, an other death etcr- 
nall,continuing euerlaſtingly in neuer 
dying tormentres. Is thy lawe (O Lorde) 
being good, righteous and holy,thus be- 
come to me death ? But I may not, nor I 
ought nor,(O GOD)rto aſcribe and im- 
pute theſe moſt wretched miſeries, and 
extreame Calamities vnto thy lawe, bur 
to mine owne peruerſe, froward, and: 
crooked affeQtions,and to my generally 
and entierly corrupred will. 

To wy ſelfc,to my ſelfe I fay , muſte 
all this miſcrie bee aſcribed ,- and my 
ſelfe onely maye I thanke for all this 
heauic plight and 'wretchednefſe . 0 
wretche that 1 am , who ſhall deliner mee 


from the body of this death?

wes their cruell, obſtinate and wilfull 
ſinnes,when as he ſpake vnto them, ſay- 
ing . This leſus whom God hath made both 


Lorde and Chriſt, hane ye crucified , brought Afz.36 


them vnto an acknowledgmetof ſinnes, 
And therefore annone after,in the ſame 
place, when as they by acknowledgin 
their finnes,were merucilouſly trou led 
in minde,and pricked in heart,he reply- 
ed vnto them and ſayde, Repent ye and 
amende your liues, Therfore itis nor ſufft- 
cient to acknowledge our finnes , bur 
there muſt followe alſo an earneſt and 
cffe&uall repentaunce , with all his cir- 
cumſtances and partcs. 
Nowe,repentaunce is nothing els,bur 
an carneſt conuerſion', and turning to 
God,of afinner,meekelyc and humblye 
acknowledging his finncs and iniqui- 
ries. | | 
Anditconſiſteth ſummarilie in theſe 
rwo pointes,Contrition, and fayth: as 
many places of the ſcriptures doe plain- 


ly andeuidently declare. Repene (fayth 


Chriſt)and beleexe the Goſpell, Where the Mar.l.lf. 
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firſt member ſignifieth Conerir;on, the ſe- 
conde Faith. Againe,Repent ye of your for- 


mer life , for the kingdome of Heauen is at 


hand.In which ſentence therc is likewiſe 
both Conzritionand allo Faith included. 
Heereunto alſo is to be referred thar, 
which is cyted and alleadged by the 
Apoſtle both in his Epiſtle ro the Ro- 
maines,and alfo to the Colloflians,tou- 
ching mortification and alſo viuihicati- 
on. 

Contrition therefore ſetrerh before 
our eyes the wrath of God , the puniſh- 
mentes due for finne,and mortification: 
On the other ſid, Faith ſerteth before vs 
the mercies of God,freepardon and for- 
giuenefle,&viuificatis or quickening a- 
gaine.The one lieth ope & diſcouererth 
ynto God,a wound & diſcaſe, the other 
ſheweth forth &receiuerth frogod a ſu 
plying ſalue,a mollifiyng plaſter, anda 
foneraigne recurariue medicine . The 
one groaneth ynder the burder of finne, 
and ſorrowfully bewaileth his heauye 
plight:the other bringerh eaſement,and 


Mat 11.28 affordeth refeftion, Come vnto me ( with 


our Saujonr Chriſt)allye that labour and bee 
heauie laden,es I wil refreſh you. Tobe ſhort 
the one throweth downe to hell; rhe 0- 


ther fercheth fromrhence,and lifreſt vp 


rd 
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to heauen, 
To draw therefore the effe&t of all the 
chiefeſt and eſpecialleſt pointes robee 
conſidered of in this matter, into ſmall 
roume and briefe wordes: Contrit on 1s a 
moſt vehement affliction, troubleſome 
vexation, and perplexed conſternation 
of the minde , ycaof the whole man, 
cauſed through remembrance and ac- 
knowledgement of finnes, and alfo of a 
feare of Gods heauy iudgmers & deſer- 
ued puniſhmentes.So that al this abaſh- 
ment,vexation,affliction,perplexitie, 8& 
conſternation hath his reſidence and 
dwelling in rhe minde : inſomuch that 
akbough there appeare withall ſome- 
times ypon the ſodaine , certaine out- 
ward & and externall hgnes there- 
of,as confeſſion of the mouth , reares, 
ſighing,groaning,abſtinence from meat 
and drinke, " « » Fenouncing or 
contempr of all worldly matters and ex- 
ternall dealinges,and ſuch hke : yer be- 
cauſe our queſtion in-this place is nor 
of counerfair,cloaked , diſlembled,and 
raperto pur of rrue,lincere, perfeft,8& 
efteuall contrition, wee ruſt needes 
ſound the veric depth of the heart, and 
the very innermoſt arid ſecreteſt cor= 

ners of the conſcience, 
And 
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' Andtothisende are the woordes of 
the Propher Dazid,where he ſaith. Thou 
deſfreth no ſacrifice,O God , though Iwoulde 
giue it, neyther deliteſt thou in birnt offering 
The ſacrifices of God , are a contrite ſþi- 
rite:4 contrite and a broken heart, OG OD, 
thou wilt not deſpiſe. And againe:Heale mee 
O Lorde,for my bones are ſore vexed, and my 


foule is ſore troubled, Anda little after in 


the ſame Pſalme: 1 faynted in my monur- 
ning. I cauſe my bed euery night ro ſmimme, 
and water my Couch with my teares . So alſo 
Peter reinembring and acknowledging 
how greeuouſly he had finnedin deny- 
ing Chriſt,vent out and wept bitterly. 
Secing therefore that true,fincere,and 
not hipocricicall contrition,is athing 
meerely, internall, and ſpirituall, there 
is no man bur he well vnderſtanderh, 
thatiris a ſpirituall gyft , and ſingular 
benefite of almightice God,who onely o- 
peneth the eyes of our mindes , to ſee 
and confeſle our finnes and offences If 


thenir be the good gift of God, it ſtan- 


deth euery one of vs vppon, incefſaunt- 
ly to craue at the handes of our heauen- 
ly father, ro endue vs ſeely creatures, 
and miſerable forlorne wretches, to vn- 
derſtand and bewaile our greeuous fins, 
and wickedneſle, manifoldly a 
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For whoſocuer after his tranſgreſſion 
and fale, hath nor this contrite ſpirite, 
this bruſed and broke hearrt,(as the pro- 
phettearmethit)and this ſpiricual mor- 
tification for his ſinnes , to ſuch aone 
it may ſceme,that the way to all recoue- 
ry = amendement is ſhur vp and ſtop- 
cd. 
n For Contrition , 1s as it were akaye, 
that openeth anddriueth backe the hid- 
ded bolt, and openeth the doore , which 
kept vs backe $2 comming apayne to 
God , Neither canſt thou alledge for 
thine excuſe,that thou lackeſt ryme, or 
that thou art not able ro pertourme, 8& 
fulfill ſo many harde pointes and difh- 
cult workes , whereby to teſtifie and de- 
clare thy contrition.For ſecing thar ir is 
whollie refidentin the heart ,and there 
onely confiſteth, iris brought to paſſe, 
and perfourmedin verie ſhort ſpace of 
time,yea in a very moment,and further, 
cuen with the onely affeQions of the 
minde, 
Moreouer,which wil make thee more 
to meruaile: that which thou oncein 
this fort faithfully and humbly atchi- 
ueſt,remainerh firme- , acceptable and 
ratified of God for euer after ; ſothar 
thou haue aſtedfaſt and an hearty pur-

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poſe neuer againe to returne to thy for. 
mer wickednefle.Forin contrition,thou 
muſt wholy and altogether dye vnto 
thy ſinns:thatis,thou muſtſo renounce 
them , asthough thou neuer intendeſt 
any more to haue any dealing therwith, 
And ſuche , (doubtlefle) was the con- 
tr.tion of the Publicane, whoſe woor- 
des were verie briefe and fewe . God be 
mercifull unto mee a ſinner, Such contri- 
tion was alſo in the Theefe , which was 
crucified with Chriſte,ſaying . Lorde re- 
member mee when thou commeſt into thy 
kingdome . Hee therefore that will ear- 
neitly repent , and come into the fa- 
uourof G OD agayne, muſte bee tou- 
ched with ſuche an incomparable griefe 
for his ſinnes commitred , that he muſt 
reſolutelye , and dire&ly confeile hym- 
ſelfe to haue thereby iuſtlye deſerued 
all choſe plagues, which God by Moſes 
and the Prophetes hath threatned, 
and thundered out vppon allthe deſpi-
